John McCarthy Dies 
In Los ‘Angeles, Calif.

John McCarthy, seventy, native of 
Fort Wayne, member of a prominent 
family and for the past ten years a 
resident of Los Angeles, Calif., died 
suddenly in that city on Thursday, 
December 29th, according to informa- 
tion received by his sisters,. Misses 
Mary and Anna McCarthy, 403 Daw- 
son street, Fort Wayne. 

Deceased was born in this city, bap- 
tized at the Cathedral of the Imma- 
culate Conception, received his educa- 
tion at the boys’ school then conduct- 
ed by the Brothers of the Holy Cross 
‘and was united in marriage to Miss 
| Evelyn Mommer, at the Cathedral, the 
tate rector, the Rev. John R. Quinlan, 
officiating. He was a member of St. 
Patrick’s church and during his resi- 
dence in Chicago after leaving Fort 


Columbus. 

Surviving are his widow,. 
Evelyn McCarthy; two daughters, 
Helen and Evelyn, at home; and the 
two sisters.

In its issues of November 15 and 
22, La Croix of Paris carried arti- 
cles containing about four thousand 
words on the origin and work of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference in the United States.

Paris.—At a recent meeting of the 
Comite International pour la Vie et la 
Famille, formed to combat birth con- 
trol propaganda, it was decided that!
